Ha re- 
ceived his education in the public 
sehoola of bia native town, lo 1881 
h« aatarod tha employ of Him kUM- 
son. Topeka A Santa Fe railroad as 
a section hand, and worked in that 
capacity for aovani osontha. He 
then became connected with the 
Southern Paeiile railroad and rose 
rapidly in tha serviea of thia rood. 

In 1897 the Southern Pacific pro- 
moted Mr. Markbam to be general 
froight and paaaenger agent of Its 
Oretfon lines, with headquarters at 
Portland. He waa then made aaaia- 
taat freight traffic nanacer of tiM 
SDiithern Pacific at San Francisco, 
lo tbia position be earned the repu- 
tation bains ono of the beak trafle 
men on the coast. 

On December 1.1901, be was elect- 
ad viea-praaidoot of tho Hooalea A 
Texas Central railway, and went to 
Houston to aaaome the duties of 
IhiB oOeo. Whila in that position 
he was the executive head of the 
Harriman lines in Texas, and became 
a eloao frisad of Jodga Lovott, then 
attorney for the system in Texas, 
and now bead of the entire Uarri- 
maa iataraata.
